There is every indication that ere long 


Bucks County will be engaged in a rather 
extensive building operation 
It will con- 


sist of repairs to the old ulinsliouse building, 
ou the county faini, neai Doylestown. This 
old structure is in very bad shape, and has 
been for some weeks past a subject of discus- 
sion wilh the county officials whose duties 
include the supervision of the poor fattu, 
A 


great many people who have inspected the 
old building believe that it ought to come 
down, and that to attempt lo remndel and 
repair it extensively would cost more, dr at 
le ist us much, as a new building 
Among 


those who entei tamed llits view were menf- 
beis of the Visiting Committee appointed by 
the Court and the Local Board of Visitors 
appointed by the Stale Board of Charities. 
These committees wcie not unanimous upon 
the subject, however, and 
a difference 


of opinion also exists among taxpayers who 
have considered the matter. The changes 
nrt that tio attempt will be made to push the 
new building pioject for the reason hut the 
Court, which wields great influence in such 
matters, is' opposed to tearing the old build- 
ing down. The Court generally has the lost 
say, and therefore when Judge Yeilt«3 sent 
the Grand Jury down to the almshouae last 
week with instructions to recommend what- 
ever plan (hey deemed best, it was no sur- 
ptise when they returned and advocated 
piecisely the suggestions made by the Court. 
The report of ihe Grand Jury, which recom- 
mends that the building be practically re- 
constructed so fur as the roof and interior 
are concerned was recommended by the 
Court, which directed that it be filed and 
copies sent to the County Commissioners, 
Directors of Ihe Poor and members of the 
Visiting Committee appointed for the ensuing 
yeur. The action of John C Maule, of Bris- 
tol, and Charles £. Freed, of Ilichlandtown, 
in recommending a new structure cost those 
gentlemen their official heads as members of 
this Visiting Committee, 
Watson Kender- 


duie, of Solebury, and Charles S. Vande- 
gtift, Jr, of EJdington, were appointed 
(heir successors, the Court stilting that it had 
made the change in order that meuibeis of 
the committee might work together harmo- 
niously in undertaking Ihe important work 
to be done. The Court had no fault to find 
witli Messrs. Maule and Freed, conceding to 
them the right to iheir convictions upon the 
subject, but preferring that they should re- 
tire under the circumstances. 
It is the 


opinion of Judge Yerkes that had former 
officials kept the building in repair it would 
need but little extra work at the present 
time 
Judge Yerkes in criticising the de- 


mand for a new structure staled that while 
the tteasury is full, threatening hard times 
make it advisable to keep expenses down. 
In the Court's opinion a new building would 
cost many thousands of dollars. In addition 
to this there ia some talk of changing the 
laws 
lelating to the care of the pauper 


and insane classes, and a new and large 
structure might become a white elephant 
upon Ibe county's hands. The advocates of 
the new building say, however, that the re- 
pairs will cost about as much as to rebuild 
fiom the foundations. All this discussion of 
the matter will have the effect of arousing 
the public, and future developments will be 
awaited with great interest. The old build- 
ing needs a new roof, new partitions, new 
Hoors and many other repairs which will 
practically leave but Ihe walls of the old 
stiuclure. In fact, the whole matter has 
been one presenting many difficulties fiom 
the fuel that there is a great diversity of 
opinion as to what comforts the inmates 
are 
entitled 
to 
have. 
When 
steam 


beat is suggested some taxpayer will remon- 
stiate upon the ground that he does not en- 
joy such luxuries. And thus it goes, pro and 


con. 
The Grand Jury's recommendation 


that a trained nurse he employed seemed to 
meet with general commendation until the 
same objection used in the steam heal argu- 
ment was raised, namely, that taxpayers 
cannot afford the luxury ol a trained nurse. 
There is no doubt, however, but that a steam 
lieating plant should be ope of the improve- 
ments introduced, for the old structure is 
fngiilfully 
cold in winter, 
FOI innately 


Bucks County has become eo everlastingly 
Republican that politics has been in R 
measure eliminated from the administration 
of the institution, In years gone by it be- 
came the narrow-sighted policy of political 
bosses to cut down expenses to serve as 
future political capital aud to put the bur- 
den of repairs upon the opposite party when 
in power, which was partially responsible 
for things going to the bad years ago. No- 
body will watch the proposed improvements 
with more interest than those citizens who 
do not approve of that plan of effecting a 
change.

negie and Bethlehem people, and if Con- 
gress declares it will erect a national armor 
plate factoiy, there is not much doubt that 
the government armor contractors will sud- 
denly realize that they can make money at 
the JSOO per ton figure. 


It it of vital importance that the sheath- 


ing of our battleships shall be of the most 
perfect quality and of the greatest resistance 
power known, and while in the late war our 
iihipe withHtood the shells of the enemy, it 
must be remembered that we had antago- 
nists who were remarkably poor marksmen. 
There has been evidence intioduced in Con- 
gress showing that the plates on several of 
our ships are defective, notably in the case 
of the Oregon. 
Whether the allegations are 


true or not is a question, but Senator Butler 
presented what appears to be convincing 
testimony in the shape of records, giving 
the number of certain plates on boats in our 
navy which contained "blow holes" and 
were plugged. If the government is com- 
pelled to pay a top-notch price for armor 
with which to protect the lives and property 
of the nation it should be of a character 
above suspicion. 


The armor plate question has been debated 


in Congress so frequently and the charges of 
exorbitant prices and defeolive material 
made so repeatedly that the matter should 
be given honest, thorough and competent in- 
vestigation. A commission embracing the 
most eminent and uncorruptable authority 
should be appointed to make an exhaustive 
investigation of the armor plate business, 
the cost of production, etc. If it is found 
that the government contracts have been an 
unjustifiable "good thing" for the syndicate 
and that Senator Butler's charges are true, 
the government should lose no time in erect- 
ing a factory of its own. In such a factory 
there would be no deception and there being 
uo reason tor "scaling," the best results 
known to (be art would be obtained.

WOMAN KILLED. 


STRUCK BY THE CO7<(HIES8[OKA1 LIMIIED AT 


CHOY00N. 


An unknown woman was instantly killed 


at Croydon last evening by being struck by 
the Congressional limited due at Croydon at 
about 5.30. 
The body was brought on the 


following train lo Bristol where it now rest* 
at the morgue to await identification. 
The 


woman waa walking from the trolley cars at 
the power house to take the steam cars for 
Bristol. She had evidently come from Phil- 
adelphia, having boarded the car at the 
waiting room at Torresdale. 


Mrs. Leviuia Mars, of Darby, Philadel- 


phia, a sister of Harry H. Smith, of Swain 
street, was walking with the woman from 
the trolley, when they both crossed the pike 
to the path alongside the railroad track to 
escape the mud. Mrs. Mars was on the far 
side of the track and called to her compan- 
ion to look out for the coming train but be- 
fore she could gel away the engine struck; a 
basket she was carrying and threw her on 
the track. Mrs. Mars, said that in the 
course of a conversation she bad on the trol 
ley car the woman told her that she intended 
to stuy in Bristol over night and that in the 
morning she would have a sloppy walk of 
about two miles into the country. 


The woman killed seemed to know the 


agent very well at the trolley station at 
Torresdale, having held a friendly conversa- 
tion with him the entire time while waiting 
for the car. 


She is apparently about 40 years old, has 


long brown hair and has a large scar on her 
right forehead. She wore a black fedora 
hat with a polka dot plume. The basket 
contained a number of oranges and in her 
purse was the visiting card of Miss Cora 
Wright. A candy box also contained some 
knitting.

A LETTER FROM CUBA. 


A BRISTOL BOY SENDS AX AOCOUKI Of HIS EX- 


PEEIENCES SISCE JOISINO THE 
EKOULAtt 


AEHT. 


HAVASA, Cuba. 


EDITOR GAZETTE :—I take the pleasure to 


write to you to let you know how your paper 
is appreciated in a far-away country, many 
miles from Lome, with only letters from my 
dearest friends and the Bristol papers to 
tell me the news of home and the surround- 
ing towns that I know BO well and traveled 
so much before I joined Uncle Sam's boys in 
blue. 
I am well, as most of our boys are. 


There have three died though inside of one 
week. 


I enlisted in the regular army on October 


31, 1898, at the recruiting office in Phila- 
delphia after having been out of the volun- 
teers nine days. The 8th Infantry at that 
ime was at Uuntsville, Alabama, and the 
next day at 7 p. m. I with seven others left 
Philadelphia for Huntsville. 
Two of my old 


comrades in the 3d Pennsylvania were also 
with me, and we had a fine time going down. 


We arrived at Huntaville on the 3d of 


November at 11 a. m., and hunted up the 
ith Infantry, which we found encamped on 
he opposite side of the road from where our 
old camp of the 3d Par Vol. was. Of course 
Huntsville was not a new place to us, and so 
we made ourselves comfortable in our tents 
irilh the rest of the company, they being a 
oily set of fellows, mostly from New York. 
Everything went on smoothly at Huntsville, 
although it got pretty cold there towards 
December, and it made us use all the 
blankets we could get. 
We had stoves in 


our tents, though, and made ourselves as 
comfortable and warm as we could. 


We were paid on Ihe 9th of December in 


a hurry, and never thought of moving, when 


t half-past i o'clock reveille sounded and 
re jumped out of our nice warm bunks and 
were told to have a'l our things packed and 
ready to move at 7 o'clock, sharp, for Port 
Tampa, Fla. We did not get out of Hunts- 
vine until 6 o'clock on the 10th of Deeem- 


>er, and then our train started and we were 
on our way. It was rumored around that 
we were to go to Cuba, but we did not know 
vhere. We arrived at Port Tampa oa the 
ivening of the 12th of December about 9 
i'clock, got off the train with our baggage 
ind stuff and moved across the car tracks to 
he gangway of one of the Plant System boats, 
'he name of Ihe transport steamer was the 
Florida. Six companies came on board here 
and four wefit on board the steamer Whit- 
ney, which is an old side-wheel steamier. 


We left Port Tampa on the 18th of llecem- 


>er at 8 a. m., and arrived at the mouth of 
he harbor of Havana at twenty minutes to 
2 on the 14th. 
It was a lovely summer 


day, as you would call it up North, and as 
we went up the harbor the Spanish soldiers 
n Morro Castle and Cabanas military prison 
ust lined the walls to get a look at us. 


We passed on slowly and made a turn in 


lie harbor, when gome one on the forward 
iart of Ihe boat shouted, "There's the wreck 
f the Maine," and in the snap of a finger 
he eyes of 600 mem were strained looking 
up the harbor, and nlowly we passed on till 


e came within 100 feet of the wre«k. Our 


ilag dipped three times. 


We were docked at the Custom House 


wharves alongside of the transport Mobile, 
which had arrived in the morning with the 


Id Illinois Volunteers on board. We were 
lot allowed to leave the boat. The next day 
our others and myself went on the dock for 
atigue duty, but they did not keep us there 
ery long, as three of us took French leave 
.nd went up town for awhile, and wound 


>ur way through tlu narrow streets of lower 
lavana seeing the sights and gettingMauser 
iullets and Spanish buttons in exchange for 
>ur buttons and bullets; and when we went 


>n board the boat that night we had quite a 
ollection. 


The one attraction Havana has and will 


attract strangers is the windows. 
Every 


'indow in town, and on every house, has 
3ars like the gates of a prison cell. 


On i lie 16th of December we got off the 


ransport and marched to a camp, a distance 
if ten miles from Havana; and it was hot, 
he thermometer registering 85° in the 
shade. We had our baggage to carry also. 
We arrived in camp about noon, and the fel- 
ows were pretty well tired out. 
We had a 


fine camp there. It was in a field of grass, 
and it made a fine oamp"'ground. We were 
ocated near a place called Mariano. It 
as our luck that as we were just getting 


settled, being there just, one week, when 
orders came to break oamp on the 23d of 
December, and march to a place six miles 
nearer Havana, called El Yedado. Ou the 
27th our company was ordered into Havana 
'or provost guard for 24 hours, and oti the 
30th of December we broke camp again and 
marched into Havana and camped around 
U Punta Park, and our company and Com- 
pany L are now along the sea wall. Two 
companies of the 8th are in barracks at 
the upper end of the town and two are in La 
?unta Battery and the rest of us are outside. 
We are Retting ready lo take possession of 
the town on the first of the year, 


A new year at last. It is 1899, and it is 


retting along towards noon and crowds are 
beginning to collect at every available plaoe 
along the harbor, and out in boats in front 
of Morro Castle. Boom ! suddenly goes one 
,he battleship Texas' big guns, and a salute 
of 21 guns rings out from Cabanas military 
prison and from the Texas and Resolute, 
and the Spanish flags over Morro Castle, Ca- 
banas military prison, Governor General's 
palace, Arena Battery, Santa Claire Battery 
and La Punta Battery are seen to quiver and 
then fall, -and then up goes the beautiful 
Stars and Stripes of our own beloved country, 
Another 
salute 
of 
twenty-one 
guns, 


a,nd 
suoh a -shout you 
never 
heard 


went up from the Cubans. They were the 
happiest people on the earth at that time, 
We expected trouble all through the day and 
njght, but there was none, and the city of 
Havana is now quiet. 


On February 7 General Garcia's body ar- 


rived from Washington, D. C., on the gun- 
boat Nashville, and was laid in state at the 
Governor General's palace. He was buried 
on the 9th with Cuban military honors. An 
American escort went with the body to its 
last resting place. 


One of our boys was laid at rest the other 


day aud another one today at the Colon 
Cemetery, where the Maine heroes are 
buried. 


The transport Koumania arrived tonight 


with ihe 2d Cavalry on board, February 18. 


W» are living pretty well In the way of 


eating and sleeping, although last week 
had a severe rainstorm and wind.«torm. Th,e 
Cubans say it w,ft» the coldest it has been for 
90 yean), and when we were at Huntnille 
(he people there nid it was the coldest for 
10 yean. 8.0 yon see the 8th Infantry ia •» 
Jonah. When we had this «to.rm, the waves 
duhed GO feet higher than the light on 
Morro Guile, or about 200 feet in the air 


from a level. It was the worst storm I had 
seen for a goo'd many years. 


There is a molasses factory across the 


street from where we are, and one of our 
boys, by name of William H. Goodman, has 
a very sweet tooth, and, of course, al every 
meal we have molasses for our extra pieces 
of bread. 


On last Wednesday night one of the boys 


of the 10th Regular Infantry had his throat 
cut from ear to ear while sitting in a saloon 
talking to the proprietor.

The Bristol School Library. 


EDITOK or THE GAZETTE:—In the commu- 


nication from John C. Maule in lost week's 
issue of the GAZETTE, reviewing Prof. Over 
man's recent lecture, the following words 
occur: 
"Not the least interesting part of 


the lecturer's remarks was his appeal * * * 
for an increase of effort upon the part ol 
school directors and others having the care 
of young people, especially boys, to put stir- 
ring and yet profitable books upon early 
American history before them."

staff simply to look after the mules' 
teeth. 


One of Mr. Mule's amiable weaknesses 


is tbe habit of bolting his food, which 
rrequentiy causes dyspepsia or other dis- 
eases. This bolting of his food is not 
caused by a desire to hasten his meal, 
but because his molars, or back teeth, 
having more work to perform than his 
front teeth, wear away in the course of 
a few years and become much shorter 
than the front ones, thus allowing the 
food to pass into the stomach without 
being properly masticated. In cases of 
this kind the incisors, or front teeth, 
have to be filed down an eighth or a 
quarter of an inch. 


The molars of the mule are three and 


a half inches in length, while the in- 
cisors measure two and a half inches, 
and, 
judging from his signs of pain, 


the nerven are as sensitive as those of 
human beings. An expert dentist oper- 
ates on 24 mules a day.
